TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  VORSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  annual  report  on  the  health  of  the 
Urban  District  during  the  year  1965,  as  required  by  Regulation  5(3)  and 
Regulation  15  (5)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959,  and  requested 
by  the  Minister  of  Health  in  Circular  1/66. 

Readers  of  previous  annual  reports  on  the  health  of  the  District  will  have 
appreciated  how  the  fluctuations  in  vital  statistics  calculated  on  the  statutory 
notifications  of  births  and  registrations  of  deaths  in  a  single  year  not  infre¬ 
quently  afford  the  opportunity  of  drawing  attention  to  some  new  low  or  high  record. 
The  year  under  report  throws  up  an  all-time  low  still-birth  rate  for  the  District 
of  only  8.6  per  1000  total  births;  the  previous  best  rate  had  been  that  for  1959, 
namely  14.1.  It  is  of  course  more  realistic  to  assess  the  District  in  rates  like 
these  by  the  yardstick  of  a  five-year  average,  and  the  still-birth  rate  over  the 
five  years  1960-64  had  been  22.5;  the  national  rate  for  1965  was  15.7.  The  low 
infant  mortality  rate  of  16.1  per  1,000  live  births  is  another  rate  for  the  year 
worthy  of  special  mention.  Bettered  only  twice  before  in  the  history  of  the 
District,  in  1959  and  1963,  this  rate  compares  favourably  with  the  average  for  the 
previous  five  years,  21.9,  and  with  the  national  rate  for  1965,  19.0.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  for  the  third  year  in  succession  the  live  birth  rate, 

17.6  per  1,000  population,  has  shown  an  increase  on  the  rate  for  the  previous  year; 
this  has  been  contrary  to  the  national  trend,  where  the  rise  stopped  in  1964  and 
the  rate  for  1965  (18.1 )  showed  a  fall  as  compared  with  that  for  1964  (18.4)« 

The  picture  presented  by  the  notifications  received  during  the  year  in 
respect  of  the  diseases  which  are  notifiable  by  Statute  or  Regulation  was  quite 
unspectacular,  and  would  appear  to  have  revealed  no  situation  which  should  occasion 
anxiety.  You  will  be  aware  however  that  cases  of  infectious  hepatitis  do  occur 
from  time  to  time,  and  that  this  infection  gives  rise  to  a  prolonged  and  debilita¬ 
ting  illness.  This  disease  has  been  made  compulsorily  notifiable  in  the  County 
Borough  of  Manchester,  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  learn  from  the  experience  now 
being  gained  there  whether  effective  methods  of  control  can  be  devised.  Just 
prior  to  the  time  of  writing,  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
informally  requested  all  general  practitioners  -  in  view  of  the  prevalence  of 
cases  of  variola  minor  (smallpox)  in  this  country  during  recent  months  -  to 
inform  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  occurrence  in  their  practice  of 
any  cases  of  chickenpox  presenting  unusual  features,  and  this  is  being  done  in 
Vorsley. 
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Early  this  year  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National  Insurance  published 
a  report  on  an  enquiry  into  the  incidence  of  incapacity  for  work  in  different 
areas  And  occupations.  In  a  chapter  contributed  by  the  Warren  Spring  Laboratory! 
there  is  demonstrated  statistically  what  earlier  studies  have  suggested  has  beer I 
the  case;  namely,  that  there  is  a  significant  correlation  between  bronchitis 
incapacity  in  middle-aged  men  and  the  average  levels  both  of  smoke  (suspended 
matter)  and  of  sulphur  dioxide  in  high  density  residential  districts.  This 
report  also*reveals  more  incapacity  from  arthritis  and  rheumatism  in  heavily 
smoke-polluted  areas.  Findings  like  these  should  continue  to  act  as  a  spur  in 
the  drive  for  clean  air.  Though  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  your  third  Smoke 
‘Control  Order  became  operative  on  1st  July  1966,  it  seems  a  pity  that  the  con¬ 
firmation  of  your  fourth  Order  is  likely  to  be  delayed  by  the  necessity  for  a 
Public  Inquiry  to  be  held  in  order  to  consider  objections  formally  lodged.  The 
plain  fact,  however,  has  to  be  noted  for  the  record  that  the  effective  position 
at  the  end  of  the  year  under  report  was  exactly  the  same  as  it  had  been  at  the 
end  of  1964  and  at  the  end  of  1963,  namely  that  only  11  </o  of  the  premises  in  the 

Urban  District  were  included  in  the  two  areas  subject  to  operative  Orders.

Besides  clean  air,  for  which  we  are  striving,  it  is  good  to  be  able  to 
record  that  constant  vigilance  has  ensured  throughout  the  year  the  continued 
safety  of  the  food  offered  for  sale  in  the  District.  Since  this  is  the  first 
full  year  to  be  the  subject  of  report  since  the  Council  assumed  on  1st  April, 

1964  the  full  powers  of  a  Food  &  Drugs  Authority,  the  relevant  section  of 
Mr.  Haworth's  report  and  Tables  XVT  to  XIX  will  be  studied  with  interest. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Haworth  and  the  Staff  of  the  Department  for  their 
loyal  service,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  officers  of  other  Departments  for 
helpful  advice  and  ready  co-operation,  and  to  you  for  the  support  and  confidence 
you  have  given  throughout  the  year . '

PHTS I CAL v  FEATURES  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  area  ^>f  the  Urban  District  is  7,242  acres.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by 
the  Borough  of  Farnvorth  and  the  Urban  District  of  Kearsley,  on  the  east  by  the 
Borough  of  Svinton  &  Pendlebury,  on  the  south  by  the  Borough  of  Eccles  and  the 
Urban  District  of  Irlam,  and  on  the  vest  by  the  County  Borough  of  Bolton  and  the 
Urban  District  of  Tyldesley. 

The  area  slopes  gradually  from  north  to  south,  the  highest  point  being  Spa 
Lane,  near  the  Farnvorth  boundary  vhich  is  379.  feet  above  ordnance  datum,  and  the 
lovest  point  is  in  Barton  Road  near  the  Eccles  boundary  vhich  is  76  feet  above 
ordnance  datum. 

The  district  is  mixed  in  character  being  partly  rural,  partly  residential 
and  partly  industrial.  A  large  part  of  the  district  is  subject  to  mining 
subsidence . 

The  district  is  veil  served  by  transport  facilities.  The  Bridgevater  Canal, 
along  vhich  large  quantities  of  coal  are  transported,  traverses  the  district  from 
east  to  vest. 

Tvo  trunk  roads,  the  Liverpool  East  Lancashire  Road  (A. 580)  and  the  Manchester 
to  Chorley  Road  (A.6),  and  a  length  of  the  M.62  Motorvay  pass  through  the  district, 
the  latter  terminating  at  Worsley  Court  House.  In  addition  there  are  many  mineral 
railvay  lines  radiating  from  collieries  to  the  various  disposal  points.

A  vide  variety  of  industry  is  carried  on  in  the  district.  The  principal 
industries  are  as  follovs:-  iron  and  brass  foundries,  light  and  heavy  engineering, 
tailoring  and  garment  making,  cotton  spinning,  veaving  and  dyeing,  chemical  manu¬ 
facture  and  food  preparation  and  processing.  In  addition  a  large  proportion  of  the 
population  is  employed  in  the  mining  industry. 

No  conditions  of  occupation  appear  to  have  had  a  prejudicial  effect  on  the 
health  of  residents  in  the  district. 

There  vere  15,470  inhabited  houses  at  the  31st  December.  This  represents  a 
density  of  2.96  persons  per  occupied  dvellinghouse . 

POPULATION  (TABLE  II ) 

The  resident  population  of  Vorsley  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  at  mid- 
1965  vas  45,830  an  increase  of  1,770  on  the  estimated  population  for  the  previous 
year  (44,060),  an  increase  of  18,480  on  the  1951  census,  and  an  increase  of  5,437 
on  the  1961  census. 
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BIRTHS  (see  Table  I  and  II ) 


The  number  of  live  births  during  1965  was  806  (430  males  and  376  females)  as 
compared  with  744  in  1964.  This  gives  a  live  birth-rate  of  17.5  per  1,000  population 
which  is  a  little  above  the  rate  for  the  previous  year  (16.9)  and  above  the  rate  for 
the  five  years  1960/1964  (16.9) 

STILL-BIRTHS  (see  Table  I) 

The  still-births  numbered  7.  The  still-birth  rate  was  8.6  per  1,000  live  and 
still-births  as  compared  with  19.8  per  1,000  in  1964  and  an  average  rate  of  22.5 
for  the  five  years  1960/1964. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY  (See  Table  I) 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  1965.  Only  one  such  death  has 
occurred  during  the  five  years  1960/1964. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  (See  Table  I  and  II)

During  1965  there  were  13  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  which  gives 
an  infant  mortality  rate  of  16.1  per  1,000  live  births.  This  rate  is  below  the 
average  rate  of  ?1 .9  for  the  five  years  1960/64  and  is  also  below  the  National  rate 
of  19.0  in  1965.  ' 


The  neonatal  deaths,  i.e.  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  month 

of  life,  were  10  giving  a  neonatal  mortality  of  12.4  per  1,000  live  births  as 

compared  with  an  average  rate  of  14.8  for  the  five  years  1960/1964. 

The  perinatal  deaths  i.e,  the  number  of  still-births  (7)  plus  the  number  of 

deaths  occurring  during  the  first  seven  days  bf  life  (9)  were  16,  This  gives  a 

perinatal  mortality  rate  of  19.7  per  1,000  live  and  still-births.

The  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  during  the  year  was  484  compared  with  435 
in  1964.  The  crude  death  rate  was  10.6  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared 
with  9.9  for  1964.  If  the  death  rate  for  the  District  is  to  be  fairly  compared 
with  ihat  which  obtains  in  neighbouring  districts  it  should  be  multiplied  by  the 
Registrar  General's  "comparability  factor"  (1.44  for  Vorsley)  to  give  the  adjusted 
death  rate  of  15.2  per  1,000  population.  This  factor  takes  into  account  the 
differing  age  structure  of  the  populations  in  different  districts  and  the  presence 
in  any  district  of  a  chronic  sick  hospital  (which  would  otherwise  weight 
unfavourably  the  death  rate  for  that  district).  The  death  rate  for  England  and 
Vales  for  1965  was  11.5  per  1,000  population. 
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The  causes  of  death  are  clearly  set  out  in  Table  III.  It  will  be  seen 
from  the  table  that  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  was  due  to  causes-  relating 
to  the  lieart  or  circulatory  system  (causes  Nos.  17  to  21)  which  together 
accounted  for  256  deaths  or  52.9$  of  the  total.  The  high  proportion  of  deaths 
due  to  cancer  is  given  separate  mention  below.  Bronchitis  was  responsible  for 
37  deaths  or  7.6  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths.

The  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1965  represent  16.5$  of  all  deaths  in  the 
district,  and  give  a  cancer  mortality  rate  of *  1 .7  per  1,000  population.  The 
National  rate  for  1965  was  1.75  per  1,000  population. 

UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  INQUESTS 

During  the  year  there  were  11 5  deaths  (76  males  and  39  females)  in  which  the 
causes  of  death  were  certified  after  post-mortem  examination  and/or  coroner’s 
inquests.  This  represents  23.8$  of  all  deaths  in  the  district  (compared  with 
19.3$  in  the  previous  year).

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (TABLE- V) 

There  were  327  notifications  of  infectious  disease  (including  tuberculosis) 
during  the  year  compared  with  480  during  1964.  232  of  these  were  cases  of 

measles . 

There  were  32  confirmed  cases  of  dysentery  which  was  a  decrease  of  60  on 
the  previous  year. 

There  were  three  confirmed  cases  of  food  poisoning. 

There  were  three  confirmed  cases  of  para-typhoid. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

Statistical  particulars  relative  to  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  are 
given  in  Tables  VII,  VIII  and  IX.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  were  8  new  cases 
during  the  year  (7  respiratory  and  1  non-respiratory)  and  that  there  were  five 
deaths.  These  deaths  represent  a  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  of  0.10  per  1,000 
population,  which  compares  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Vales  of  0.048.  It 
will  be  seen  from  Table  VIII  that  there  was  a  net  decrease  of  22  in  the  total 
number  of  cases  known  to  the  Department  and  resident  in  the  District.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

Infant  vaccination  gives  a  measure  of  protection  to  the  individual  for 

many  years;  should  the  disease  be  contracted  subsequently  it  is  generally 

in  a  modified  form  and  a  fatal  issue  is  unlikely.

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  have  the  opportunity 
of  having  their  children  immunised  from  the  age  of  four  months.  These  protectiv 
injections  are  given  free  of  charge  at  clinics  and  by  general  practitioners  at 
their  surgeries.  The  County  Council  pays  a  fee  to  general  practitioners  for 
sending  in  a  record  card  containing  particulars  of  these  immunisations .

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

During  the  year  under  report  the  number  of  persons  who  received  primary 
vaccination  was  823  compared  with  669  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  number  of 
persons  who  were  given  reinforcement  doses  was  1677  compared  with  353  in  1964. 

Early  in  1962  the  use  of  Sabin  vaccine  by  mouth  was  commenced,  thus 
simplifying  the  administration  of  protection  against  this  disease. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  of  children  about 
to  leave  school  may  be  invited  to  consent  to  their  children  being  skin-tested  for 
susceptibility  to  tuberculosis,  and  to  their  being  vaccinated  against  tuberculosis: 
with  B.C.G.  vaccine  if  the  skin-test  shown  them  to  be  susceptible  to  this  disease. 
During  1965,  575  school  children  were  skin-tested  in  this  manner,  478  were  found 
to  be  susceptible  to  tuberculosis  and  469  of  them  were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G. 

Any  questions  about  B.C.G.  should  be  raised  with  the  School  Medical  Officer  at 
the  clinic . 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Section  47  of  this  Act,  as  amended  in  1951,  gives  power  to  remove 
compulsorily  to  hospital  or  Part  III  accommodation,  persons  in  need  of  care 
and  attention,  which  they  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  which  they 
are  not  receiving  from  other  persons. 

Action  is  only  taken  as  a  last  resort  when  a  person  is  in  an  advanced 
state  of  neglect  and  is  unwilling  to  go  voluntarily. 

No  case  arose  during  the  year  in  which  action  under  this  section  was 
required.  , ,

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  WORSLET  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  on  the  environmental  health  services  of  the 
district  and  on  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1965. 

The  establishment  of  the  department  remained  the  same  as  for  the  previous 
year  and  apart  from  a  three  month  period,  was  maintained.  The  loss  of  a  member 
of  the  staff  not  only  places  an  increased  burden  on  the  remaining  staff  but 
seriously  disrupts  the  continuity  so  essential  in  tie  running  of  the  department. 

The  effect  of  the  numerous  staff  changes  of  the  previous  year  persisted 
well  into  the  year  under  review,  nevertheless  it  has  been  possible  to  devote 
more  time  to  routine  inspections,  particularly  of  food  premises,  in  addition  to 
attending  to  matters  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  department  by  members  of  the 
public . 

In  February,  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  focused  the 

attention  of  local  authorities  on  the  growing  numbers  of  old  motor  vehicles, 

especially  private  cars,  which  are  going  out  of  use  year  by  year.  Many  such 

vehicles /instead  of  being  scrapped  in  an  orderly  way,  are  dumped  on  roads, 

verges,  private  or  waste  land  where  they  remain  an  eyesore  and  a  potential 

danger  to  children.  The  Minister  suggested  that  local  authorities  should  tackle 

this  problem  as  part  of  their  general  responsibilities  for  refuse  removal  and 

disposal.  The  Council  have  accordingly  undertaken  to  remove  old  vehicles  and 

have  them  disposed  of  by  arrangement  with  a  local  scrap  metal  merchant. 

Normally  no  charge  is  made  for  this  service  because  old  cars  are  usually 

abandoned  by  people  who  are  no  longer  able  or  willing  to  incur  any  further 

expenditure  on  them  and  even  a  nominal  charge  may  prove  to  be  a  deterrent. 

* 

Last  year  I  reported  that  the  Council  had  temporarily  halted* their  smoke 
control  programme  until  they  had  examined  all  the  implications  of  the  changed 
solid  smokeless  fuel  supply  situation.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  during  the 
current  year  a  decision  was  taken  to  resume  activities. 

Almost  a  third  of  the  premises  registered  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act  1963  were  inspected.  Whilst  there  were  no  manor  infringe¬ 
ments  of  the  Act  a  number  of  minor  offences  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
occupiers . 

With  the  exception  of  certain  holiday  periods  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse 
was  maintained.  This  has  been  due  to  the  response  of  the  workmen  to  the  task 
incentive  scheme  which  was  introduced  in  March  of  last  year. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  Dr.  El wood,  and  to  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  help 
and  support  during  the  year.

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GENERAL  ADMINISTRATION 


The  number  of  complaints  recorded  at  the  office  amounted  to  746  which 
is  188  more  than  the  previous  year. 

Defects  relating  to  houses  amounted  to  only  37  which  is  due  largely  to 
the  fact  that  the  number  of  tenanted  houses  is  diminishing  all  the  time. 

444  complaints  were  received  relating  to  rodent  or  insect  infestations. 

Details  of  the  department's  activities  can  be  gleaned  from  the  figures 
given  in  Tables  XI  and  XII. 

Two  statutory  notices  were  served  and  legal  proceedings  taken  on  four 
occasions,  two  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  two  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  1955  and  one  under  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  1953. 

HOUSING 


Slum  Clearance 

39  houses  were  represented  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  being 
unfit  for  human  habitation. 

One  house  was  demolished  and  92  persons  were  rehoused. 

Housing  Repairs  (Table  XI I') 

Repairs  to  230  houses  were  secured  as  a  result  of  notices  served  by 
the  department . 

Rent  Act  1957 

One  application  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  received.  Seven 
certificates  were  issued. 

Improvement  Grants 

During  the  year  84  applications  for  discretionary  grants  were  submitted 
by  private  individuals  and  approved.  Two  applications  were  approved  by  the 
Minister  on  behalf  of  the  Council. 

Work  was  completed  at  sixtyfour  premises . 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods  (Tables  XV  and  XVI ) 

All  animals  slaughtered  at  the  two  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district  were  inspected  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations 
1963.  No  charge  is  made  for  the  inspection  service. 

157  bovines ,  991  sheep  and  58  pigs,  making  a  total  of  1206,  were 
inspected  after  slaughter. 

The  total  weight  of  carcase  meat  and  organs  condemned  amounted  to  4  cwts . 
3  qrs .  25  lbs . 


The  amount  of  other  foods  condemned  amounted  to  7  cwts.  26  lbs.  This 
weight  included  a  large  quantity  of  various  frozen  foods  resulting  from  the 
breakdown  of  refrigerated  counters  over  the  week-end.

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PRESERVATIVES 


Thirty-two  samples  were  examined  for  preservatives  comprising  two  brawns, 
one  cream,  thirteen  milk,  four  preserves,  three  sausage,  two  soft-drinks,  one 
soup,  four  sugars,  and  two  table  jellies. 

None  of  the  samples  contravened  the  regulations. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

An  average  of  three  inspections  per  food  premises  were  made  during  the 
year.  Whilst  majority  of  food  businesses  were  well  conducted  it  was  necessary 
to  draw  the  attention  of  a  number  of  occupiers  to  certain  contraventions  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  and  in  the  main  these  were  promptly  remedied. 

It  was,  however,  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  in  order  to  secure 
an  improvement  in  conditions  at  a  bakehouse.  The  proprietor  of  this  bakehouse 
was  fined  a  total  of  £85  in  respect  of  seventeen  offences. 

Legal  proceedings  were  also  taken  against  the  vendor  of  ice  cream  from  a 
mobile  shop  in  respect  of  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  In 
this  case  a  fine  of  £30  was  imposed  in  respect  of  ten  offences. 

In  both  these  cases  little  or  no  response  had  been  received  following 
informal  notices. 

Failure  to  heed  the  warnings  of  the  department  resulted  in  the 
proprietors  of  a  Supermarket  being  fined  a  total  of  £6  in  respect  of  six 
offences  for  displaying  unlabelled  canned  foods. 

The  retail  food  industry  is  becoming  increasingly  dependent  upon 
refrigeration  to  extend  the  shelf  life  of  a  variety  of  foods.  Failure  of 
refrigeration  units  not  only  leads  to  the  waste  of  large  quantities  of  food 
but  also  necessitates  a  detailed  inspection  of  the  contents  of  the  cold 
cabinets  by  the  Inspectorate  of  the  department  to  ensure  that  spoiled  goods 
are  not  offered  on  sale  to  the  public . 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  (Table  XX) 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire 
Consultative  Committee  for  the  investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution.  This 
body  consists  of  representatives  from  26  local  authorities. 

Three  volumetric  apparatus  were  in  use  during  the  whole  of  the  year,  one 
at  the  Public  Health  Department,  one  at  Hulton  County  Secondary  School  and 
the  third  at  Bridgewater  School,  Worsley.  The  results  obtained  from  these 
instruments,  shown  in  Table  XX,  are  forwarded  monthly  to  the  Ministry  of 
Technology. 

Whilst  it  is  acknowledge  that  industry  does  unfortunately  contribute 
to  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere,  it  is  significant  that  during  the  summer 
months  when  the  consumption  of  fuel  by  domestic  users  is  considerably  less 
than  the  winter  period,  there  is  a  corresponding  improvement  in  the  degree 
of  pollution. 

Smoke  Control  Areas 

At  the  end  of  the  year  two  smoke  control  areas  were  in  operation,  part 
Peel  Estate  and  part  Central  Ward,  embracing  approximately  1670  dwelling 
houses • 

It  wa  s  anticipated  that  the  Armitage  Smoke  Control  Area  would  have 
become  operative  during  the  year  under  review  but  because  of  the  Council's 
apprehension  as  to  the  availability  of  suitable  smokeless  fuels  a  revised 
crder  was  not  submitted  to  the  Minister  until  April.  This  order  was  later 
confirmed  by  the  Minister  and  is  to  become  operative  on  the  1st  July,  1966. 

A  survey  of  the  proposed  Central  Ward  Part  II  Smoke  Control  Area 
involving  approximately  1500  premises  was  begun. 
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Water  Supply

are  connected  to  the  public  water  supply. 

The  northern  portion  of  the  district  is  supplied  from  the  Bolton 
Corporation  mains  and  the  southern  part  from  the  Manchester  Corporation 
supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  system  of  the  district  is  partly  on  the  combine' 
and  partly  on  the  dual  system,  and  except  for  the  isolated  farms,  covers  the 
whole  of  the  district. 

The  new  sewage  works  at  The  Sycamores,  Little  Hulton,  which  was  opened  in 
September,  1963  now  receives  sewage  from  the  whole  of  the  Little  Hulton  Area 
with  the  exception  of  the  Worsley  Road  North  District.  Sewage  from  this  small 
section  of  the  town  is  treated  at  the  Ringley  Works  of  the  Bolton  and  District 
Joint  Sewage  Board. 

Sewage  from  the  remainder  of  the  district  is  conveyed  by  trunk  sewer  to 
the  Eccles  Corporation  Sewage  Works  for  treatment.

246  dwelling  houses  and  57  other  types  of  premises  were  treated  during 
the  year,  a  decrease  of  212  over  last  year. 

In  addition  the  Council’s  sewers  were  treated  at  half  yearly  intervals 
and  once  again  only  slight  infestation  was  discovered. 

69  insect  infestations  were  treated  during  the  year. 

Factories  and  Shops  (Table  XXI ) 

(a)  Factories  -123  inspections  were  made  at  factories  and  8  defects  were 

noted  all  of  which  involved  sanitary  arrangements. 

(b)  Offices,  Shops  &  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 

.315  premises  were  registered  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  87  of  which 
were  inspected,  involving  105  visits. 

An  analysis  of  contraventions  can  be  seen  in  Table  XXI. 

From  this  table  it  is  apparent  that  the  contraventions  of  the  regulation 
relating  to  temperature  was  .the  most  common,  but  many  of  these  contra¬ 
ventions  were  due  to  the  absence  of  thermometers  and*not  of  the  means  of 
heating. 

In  the  main  the  standard  of  cleanliness  maintained  at  these  premises 
was  satisfactory. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

Four  licences  were  issued  to  keep  pet  shops. 

No  contraventions  were  noted. 

Petroleum  (Regulations)  Acts,  1928  and  1936  ’

Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Food)  Order,  1951 

This  order  prohibits  the  feeding  of  unboiled  waste  foods  to  animals  and 
poultry  and  requires  boiling  plants  to  be  licenced. 

Four  such  plants  are  licenced  in  the  district. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 
(a)  Refuse  Collection 


Whilst  the  task  system  introduced  the  previous  year  has  enabled  a  weekly 
collection  of  refuse  to  be  maintained  with  the  exception  of  certain  holiday 
periods,  the  system  has  been  jeopardised  by  the  constant  loss  of  men  to  other 
employment  and  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  replacements. 


Out  of  the  establishment  of  41  men  engaged  in  refuse  collection  no  fewer 
than  seventeen  changes  took  place  during  the  year  and  despite  every  effort  to 
secure  replacements  it  has  been  necessary  to  work  short  staffed  from  time  to  t:  Ij 

The  pilot  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  collection  has  been  maintained  and 
also  includes  all  the  development  in  the  Armitage  Estate  where  over  700  houses 
have  been  erected. 

Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  regard  to  damage  of  the  sacks  by 
animals  and  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  provide  mesh  guards  where  such  damag;  >1 
has  persisted.' 

The  development  of  the  Town  Shopping  Centre  and  the  natural  growth  of  the 
district,  together  with  the  increased  paper  content  of  the  refuse  has  made  the 
separation  of  waste  paper  at  source  desirable  both  on  economic  grounds  and  for 
improved  tip  control. 

To  further  this  lightweight  salvage  trailers  were  purchased  and  were  put 
into  use^for  part  of  the  year.  Unf ortunately  the  quantity  of  salvage  obtained 
was  dependent  on  the  limited  storage  facilities  in  the  waste  paper  shed  and 
the  inadequate  outpx±  of “the  baling  press. 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal 

The  refuse  collected  in  the  district  is  disposed  of  at  the  controlled  tip 
situated  at  Vicars  Hall  Lane,  Boothstown. 

A  driver  and  tip  attendant  are  engaged  on  tip  control  and  a  mechanical 
shovel  is  employed  levelling  surfaces  and  covering  tip  faces.  The  latter 
presents  a  serious  problem  due  to  the  scarcity  of  suitable  and  readily 
available  covering  material.  Further  problems  arise  through  paper  and  light 
debris  being  borne  by  the  wind  during  tipping  operations  and  cannot  be 
completely  overcome  by  the  erection  of  screening  fences. 

In  an  effort  to  answer  these  serious  drawbacks  to  controlled  tipping 
consideration  is  being  given  to  some  form  of- refuse  treatment.
